1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may 
bo called the Ministry of Defence, Armed Forces Film and 
Photo Division (Group ‘C’ (Non-Gazetted, Non-Minis- 
;eriol) Store keeper Grade II, Recruitment Rules, 1982. 

[2) They shall come into force on the dale of their publica¬ 
tion in the official Gazete. 

2. Number of the post, classification and scale of pay.— 
The number of the said post, its classification and the scale 
of pay attached thereto, shall be as specified in columns 2 
to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and qualifications etc.—- 
The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other 


matters t elating to the said post, shull be as specified in co¬ 
lumns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule. 

4. Disqualification.—No person,—(a) who has entered into 
or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse 
living, or 

(b) Who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted, shall be eligible for appointment to the said 
post . 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible tinder the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there ar c other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
pci son from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by 
order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of 
the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions, required to be 
provided for the Scheduled castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time to time 
in this regard.

S.R.O. 139. —In exercise of the powers conferred by sec¬ 
tion 184 of the Navy Act 1957, (62 of 1957), the Central 
Government hereby makes the following tegulations to amend 
tho Navy (Pension) Regulations 1964, namely,— 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Navy (Pension) 
Amendment Regulations 1982. 

(2) They shall come into force 011 the date of their publi¬ 
cation in the Official Gazcttce. 

2. In the Navy (Pension) Regulations 1964 (hereinafter 
referred to as the said Regulations.— 

(i) for regulation 8 the following shall be substituted. 

"8. Pension may be withheld, suspended ou discontinued 
or paid to wife or other dependent,—(a) In special 
circumstances specified hereunder, the competent 
authority may withhold, suspend or discontinue 
in full or in part the pension (including commuted 
value thereof which has not been paid), children’s 
allowance 01 gratuity (including Dcath-cum- 
Retirement Gratuity), to be granted or grunted to 
an individual. In exceptional cases, payment of 
part or whole of the pension, allowance or gratu¬ 
ity withheld 01 suspended may, by order of the 
President, be made to the wife or olher depend¬ 
ent^) of the pensioner, 

(b) This regulation may be invoked under the following 
circumstances.— 

(i) offences against the State us listed in Chapter 
VI of the Indian Penal Code I860 (45 of 1860), 
as amended from time to time; 

Hi) other serious crimes under the Indian Penal 
Code 1860 (45 of I860) Official Secrets Act, 
1923 (19 of 1923) or any other special I.aw of 
the land and grave misconduct; 

(iii) to recover the whole or part of any pecuniary 
loss caused to the Governmtnt in cases where 
in any departmental or judicial proceedings, the 
pensioner/individual is found guilty of miscon¬ 
duct or negligence committed during the period 
of re-employment after retirement/discharge, 
leading to the said loss ; 

Civ) unauthorisedly continuing to occupy the residential 
accommodation including hired one provided bv 
the Government; 


(a) Commercial employment after retirement.-—if an 
officer who held the rank of Captain and above, 
whether in substantive capacity or otherwise im¬ 
mediately ■ before retirement npd who is granted 
or is likely to be granted a pension|gratuity ((in¬ 
cluding Dealh-cum-Retirement Gratuity) or other 
benefits in respect of his|her service in the Navy 
wishes to accept any commercial employment before 
the expiry of two years from the date of his|her 
retirement he|she shall obtain the prior sanction of 
the Government to such acceptance and no pen¬ 
sion shall be payable to him|her if he|she accepts 
a commercial employment without such sanction 
in respect of any period for which heishe is so 
employed or for such longer period as the Go¬ 
vernment may direct. 

Provided that, such an officer who was permitted by 
tho Government to take up a particular commer¬ 
cial employment during his|her preparatory to re¬ 
tirement or during refused leave shall not be re¬ 
quired to obtain subsequent permission for his]her 
continuance In such employment after retirement. 

Note 1 The expression ‘‘commercial employment" means, 

(a) An employment in any capacity including that of 
an agent under a company, cooperative society, firm 
or individual engaged in trading, commercial, indus¬ 
trial, financial or professional business and includes 
also a director-ship of such company and partner¬ 
ship of such firm, but does not include employment 
under a body corporate, wholly or substantially ow¬ 
ned or controlled by the Government. 

(b) Setting up practice, either independently or as a 

partner of a firm as adviser or as consultant in mat¬ 
ters in respect of which the pensioner. 

(i) has no professional qualifications and the matters 

in respect of which the practice is to be set up or 
Is carried on are iclatable to his official knowledge 
or experience, or 

(ii) has professional qualification but the matters in 

respect of which such practice is to be set up are 
such as are likely to give his clients an unfair 
advantage by reason of his previous official posi¬ 
tion, or 

(c) employment, where the pensioner has to undertake 

work involving liaison or contact with the offices or 
officers of the Gvcrnment, 

Note 2. The expression ‘‘employment under a C o-operalivo 
Society” inefudes the holding of any office, whether elective 
or olher-wise, such as that of President, Chairman, Managei. 
Secretary, Treasurer-and the like, by whatever name called, 
in such Society. 
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Note 3. The expression ‘‘date of retirement - ’ in relation to 
an officer ro-employed after retirement either in the same or 
in any other equivalent post in the Aimed Forces including 
National Cadet Corps means the date on which the Govern¬ 
ment servant finally ceases to be so re-employed in the 
Defence Services. 

(b) Employment of officers allowed to retiie prematurely at 
their own request.—An officer of the rank of Captain and 
above allowed to retire prematurely at his|her own request 
shall obtain the permission of the President before accepting 
employment, in a civil post under the Centra) or State Gov¬ 
ernment or an Union Territory AdmrmstrationlGovernment, 
or in a post under a Body corporate owned or contiolled by 
the Government before the expiry of two years from the 
date hisjher retirement from the Naval service. Such permis¬ 
sion will not, however, be required if the officer had retired 
from Naval service in the normal course on completion of 
the standard service prescribed for his|her rank and if he| 
she had been invalided from Naval Service on grounds of 
ill' health or physical disability. 

Such permission will also not be necessary in cases where 
due to personal reasons the officers proceeding on normal 
retirement are allowed to relire a few days earlier (not 
exceeding one month) than the due date;”

S.R.O. 152.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
piovho to article 309 ol the Constitution, the Piesident in 
supersession of the Personal Assistant to Air Officer Com- 
munding-in-Chiel (fndian Air I orce) Recruitment Rules, 1969, 
except ns respects things done or omitted to be done befoie 
such supersession, hereby makes the following rules regulating 
the method of recruitment to the post of Stenocniphcis jnude 
I ir, the Indian Air Force, nttmelv : — 


1. Short title and commencement.—( 1 ) These rules may be 
called the> Indian Air Force (Stenographer grade II Recruit¬ 
ment Rules, 1982. 

(2) They shall come into force on (ho dale of their publi¬ 
cation in the Official Gazette 

2. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay.—The 
number of posts, its classification and the scale of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule 
annexed to these rules. 
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3. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications 
etc.-—The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and 
other matters relating to the said posts shall be as specified 
in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule. 

4. Disqualification—No Person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(h) who having a spouse living, has entered into or cont¬ 
racted a marriage with any person, shall be eligible 
for appointment to the said post :— 

Provided that the Central Government, may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal 
law applicable to such person and the other party to 


the marriage and that there are other grounds for so 
doing, exempt any person fiom the operation of 
this rule. 

5. Powci to Relax.—Where the Cential Government is 
of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient to do so, it may, 
by order, and for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with regard to any class or 
category of persons. 

6 . Saving—Nothing in these rules shall affect, reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Schedule Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time to time 
in this regard.
